LYNCH LAW RUSSiA
A M extraordinary affray took place

place a few fists ago at lA
patebeve a populous village hi

Ute government of Russia
This place has latterly earned an evil
repute as Harboring a band of cattle and
horse thieves who systematically raid
ed Ute cattle of tile villages sad hamlets
in the adjoining district

TIM rural police took little notice ot
the complaints ot tile victims and the
latter therefore took the matter ef
chastisement Into their own hands
They organised an overwhelming attack
upoa Lopatchevo which they approach-
ed In three columns from various points
There wer no firearms among the at
tacking parties but they were well
quipped with stout cudgels The ene
my had however received warning and
were prepared for the onslaught which
was delivered with desperate vigor

The conflict tasted a couple of hours
whoa the attacking party had to
leaving five of their number behind beat-
en to death The defenders lost three
killed making eight fatalities altogeth-
er There are thirtythree of the com-
batants In hospital many of them in-

jured for life
Year by year so soon as the dark

nights ef autuma begin a veritable
plague ot horsestealing creaks out in
the rural districts of Russia There
seems to be no means of checking this
evil which Is now at its yearly aenlth

When ORe considers that the peasants
horse Is almost his only property and
his chief instrument of labor one can
understand Ms bitter hatred of the
horsethlef Isis hatred ie nourished and
fanned to fury by the knowledge of the
light punishment which the Russian law
provides for horsestealing This Is the
explanation of the presence ot lynch

The mode of lynch law most prevails
la Little Russia is this When a horse
thief is caught the men ia the village
club him to death each trying to strike
la tuCk a way as to Inflict no Injury
more serious than a bruise Far more
horrible is the method of binding the
feet ef the criminal to the tall ot a young
and active colt A lad upon the
animals back and gallops away over
ditch and meadow A very few minutes
of a ride like this and little la left of
the horsethief

A death of fearful agony la that
For this mode of execfUtoa the

thief to bind head and foot to a bench
or log and the women of the village are
then called together and proceed to
thrust needles and plus into the soles
of the wretched victims feet and other
sensitive arts
